"explained that the University and 
the Board of Trustees are con- 
servative institutions and do. not 
wish to have the name of the 
University associated with con- 
troversial sutdecta. 

"Dean Bissell went on to point 
out that the University must deal 
with the oemmunity In such a way 
that will assure tto onmnunlty’s' 
continued support," the release 
asdd. 

Rights group member Edward 
Knappraan, who attended the Bia- 
aell meeting with pwaldent Maury 
Landsman, later told the HATCH- 
ET: 

"BlsseU said, and these were 
his exact words, that it is a 
‘dollars and cents proposition;’ 
that the University could not be 
guaranteed continued financial 
support from alumni and the com- 
munity If the University's name 
was associated with controversial 
Issues.” Bi ssell denied to a 
HATCHET reporter that he made 
such a statement. 

'We discussed conservatism, but 
not in the sense of controversial 
questions because that was not a 
point ot Issue.

"For the past two years we 
have believed in the ideids of tha 
sorority which allowed no room 
for discriniination. When we dis- 
covered that the ideals conflicted 
with action taken, to us it would 
have been hypocritical to remain. 

"RegriUlng the decision of the 
rest of the chapter to remain, we 
feel that this is an issue of In- 
dividual beliefs and aetiana taken 
on those bellefa Although we dis- 
agree tritb those who brileva that 
there la stiU a way to light within 
the organization, we are jMhlnd 
their every effort to do so.”

o Newly-elected adocate 
S teve Royer win introduce a pro- 
posal to reorganize completely the| 
University student government In 
line with what he considers more 
equitable repreientatlan. 

Royer's proposal calls for sen- 
ators to be elected from “residen- 
tial areas,'' that is, each dormi- 
tory, fraternities and sororities, 
Mmmuters, and graduate schools. 
There would also be 12 senators 
elscM St large, three each from 
Juniors, sophomore, freshman, and 
senior classes. 

(Committees would replace the 
varioua positions beneath the exec- 
utive leM.

To the local 
papers, son. When will they ever learn . . .? 

When will the administration learn that if they want to 
avoid controversy, the way to do it is to recognize potentially 
controversial groups quietly without stirring up a fuss? It 
should have been obvious from experience with the Student 
Peace Union that the fuss stirred by denial of the group would 
cause more noise and eventually reach the papers, giving the 
University what they consider undesirable pubUdty. 

We too consider the publicity imdeslrable when it pictures 
the University as stifling freedom of expression, true or not 
A University’s desire to avoid controversy is one of those 
unpleasantries that one hides in the closet, like mental illness 
in the family. Maury Landsman, chairman of the rights group, 
attributed to Dean of Men Paul Bissell a statement which ap- 
peared in the Washington Post to the effect that the Univer- 
sity does not wish to be associated with controversial subjects. 

It is distressing that no official public denial of this as ^ 
University policy has been made, although Dr. Bissell did 
deny to the HATCHET that he had made the statement We 
wish that the powers that be had come forth with immediate, 
emphatic and unequivocal denials of conservatism as a Unl- 
veridty policy. 

To admit to avoiding controversy at all costa would be 
tantamount to admitting failure in the primary function of a 
University, the development of Individual thought In an atmos- 
phere of freedom. ' 

As the situation now stands we can only quote- Dean 
Bissell and let everyone make of it what he will. “I think the 
record of the University stands for itself concerning contro- 
versial questions."

a THE letters FROM Paul Schwab and Lee Deschamps 
appearing on this page express nicely many of the things we 
feel about the Student Coimcil elections. 

The record turnout of voters was most encouraging. If 
every one of the approximately 700 Grades on .campus voted, 
which Is not likely, nearly 1,0(10 votes must have been cast by 
Independents. (Compared with last year's meager turnout, the 
1674 votes cast infficates that, given a choice of candidates, 
students will vote. 

We spotted only two weaknesses in the election, the low 
QPI’s of some of the candidates, and the number of peoide 
who dropped out of the race aft^ petitioning. Both could be 
remedied by changes in the eleetkm rules. 

We feel that most students would not want their govern- 
ment run by individuals with QPI’s considerably below the 
all-campus average and it is significant that in a number of 
the races the candidate with the highest average won. We 
propose that for file Council’s more important portions a 
QPI of 2.5 .be required. 

’The other blot on an otherwise very pleasing election 
was the dropouts. We are sorry that four candidates had to 
sacrifice themselves on the altar of fraternity expediency. 
Cioundl candidates should run to represent the general student 
body and not to gain power for a small interest group. To 
I»event dropping out in favor at coalitions, the ndes should 
require that candidates who meet all the stipulations the 
election rules must keep their names on the ballots once they 
have petitioned to run. 

Our congratulations to the winners and to the losers for 
an honest and well-run campaign.

As usual students and Adminis- 
tration at this Unlveral^ have 
declined to face a basic issue of 
our time — that is — whether dis- 
crimination because of race, creed, 
•color or religious conviction is tp 
be condoned in any activity ctose- 
ly associated with and recognized 
by the University. 

It has always been understood, 
though never stated, that Negro 
gh-la were excluded from sorority 
aflUiatlon; that there existed ten 
soKlalled “gentile" and three Jew- 
ish sororities which based their 
seiecUons partly on religion and 
that the Administration has con- 
doned the existing policy. Yet, un- 
til this incident lilyolTlng Chi Ome- 
ga sorority, the quasl-oflBdal at- 
titude had been kept relatively 
quiet. 

It is time that the University 
took a definite position on this 
matter so that all students will 
know exactly what to expect In 
regard to their parUcipation in 
all aspects of University life. 

I believe that a policy of non- 
discrimhiatlon in all social sorori- 
ties and fraternities on the campus 
should be urged actively by the 
Administration. It has been done 
at other schools— why not this 
one?

The question Is, however, not 
one of a particular group, but It 
is one of how the University can 
allow Itself to recognize a group 
which can take bigoted actions 
of this kind. Even the HATCHET 
agrees that Civil Rights Is , 
like mother, flag, and country,” yet 
the administration feels that stu- 
dents engaged in community ac- 
tion projects as meihber of the 
University Community would do 
more to harm the good name of 
GW then an act of discrimination 
by a sorority. I feel, however, 
that if it is known that GW stu- 
dents engage In controversial ac- 
tivities, it is then known that GW 
students are capable of thinking 
for themselves. If GW becomes 
known as a University where con- 
troversy is frowned upon, its sta- 
tus will only be lowered in the 
eyes of the academic community. 

Because of the recent problems 
on campus, I feel that It is time 
for the University to make a 
definitive statement on discrimin- 
ation and controversy iq Univer- 
sity life. It Is far past time for 
the University to demand pledges 
from the fraternities and soror- 
ities that they do not discrimin- 
ate on the basis of race and reli- 
gion and that their national and 
local charters do not have clauses 
to this effect. The University 
should further take action to take 
groups off campus which do not 
comply within a reasonable time. 

To really progress, the Univer- 
sity must disconnect itself com- 
pletely from policies of racial and 
religious discrimination; they must 
not be afraid of having a campus 
whose members are engaged in 
controversy on and off campus;
